The net value of military prime contract awards of $10,000 or more to 
the 100 companies and 118 subsidiary corporations which received the largest 
dollar volume of awards in Fiscal Year i960 totalled $15,^10.1* million, or 
73-*$ of the U.S. total. This was slightly less than the 73*8# received by 
the top 100 in Fiscal Year 1959 and the 7^*2# in Fiscal Year 195®• 

Although the net decrease is small in percentage terms, since 1958 
there has been a significant shift of awards, from the top companies on ihe 
list to smaller contractors. 

Twelve of the top 25 companies received a smaller volume of awards in 
Fiscal. Year i960 than in Fiscal Year 1958, and 11 received less than in 
Fiscal Year 1959* The 1958-1960 decrease for the 12 companies amounted to 
9*5# of the U.S. total. This was partly offset by increased avards to others 
in the top 25, but this group of companies as a whole received '4.3? lees of 
the total than the top 25 received in Fiscal Year 1956.

There are 65 companies on the list whose main prime contract work Is in 
research, development, test or production of aircraft, missiles, or electronics. 

A large part of the electronics awards are related to aircraft, missile, or 
warning and control system programs. The llet also includes 11 oil companies, 

8 construction firms and 4 shipbuilders. Of the remaining 12 companies, U 
received awards for missile fuels, ammunition loading, or chemicals, 2 for trucks 
or other vehicles, 2 for transportation services, and k for various research, 
development and testing services. Three of the 100 companies are educational 
or other non-profit institutions. 

The current list contains 18 companies which did not appear on ihe 
Fiscal Year 1959 list. As shown in the following table, the principal effect

General dynamics Corporation vith 6.0$ of the total awards leads 
as it did in Fiscal Year 1959* Lockheed Aircraft Corporation moved in™ 
(from 5th the previous year), with 5.1$ of the total. Boeing Airplane 
is in third place, and General Electric Company in fourth. 


Aa noted in previous reports, a substantial proportion of the pr.1 
dollars are subcontracted to other companies. Approximately 90$ of tfc 
volume reported in the Defense Snail Business Subcontracting Program d 
Fiscal Year i960 was accounted for by the companies represented in the 
100 firms. The participating companies reported that slightly more th 
half of their receipts for military work were subcontracted, and that 
their subcontract payments were made to small business firms.
